Forbidden to 
test nuclear devices under the sea, 
in the air or in outer space, they 
have increasingly relied on’ under- 
ground tests to add to research on 
new nuclear arms. 

Last week, however,.a new push 
to have underground testing dis- 
continued was initiated by a 26-na- 
tion ‘conference — including every 


_ major world powersexcept China. 
““. Delegates to the International As- 


sembly on Nuclear Weapons, held 
at Scarboro College. in Toronto, 
were not official representatives of 
their countries but they were -all 
-persons of high standing: and experts 
in the field, mostly senior govern- 
ment employees. 

They took the position that a 
total ban on testing would be a posi- 
tive step in the campaign to prevent 
the proliferation of nuclear weap- 


ons — notwithstanding the fact that 
neither’ China nor France have 
signed the partial ban treaty.

UNITED NATIONS, B.Y. — 
some 18 years now, 
thousands of Palestinean 
Arabs have lived at a bare 
subsistence level as virtual 
wards of the United Nations. 
These are the Arab refugees, 
and no solution to their plight 
is in sight. 

When the Jewish state of 
Israel was formed in 1948, 
Arabs living. in the area fled 
to neighboring Arab countries, 
most of them with little more 
than their personal belong- 
ings., Ever since, the Arab 
countries have insisted that 
the refugees be allowed to 
return to their homes, and 
Israel has refused to~receive 
them. 


Aid From UN 


During the intense ~ Arab- 
Israeli conflict, which has not 
abated, the United Nations 
has been administering aid to 
the _refugees. In 1948 the 
United Nations General 
Assembly created the UN 
Relief for Palestine Refugees 
Agency to look after the needs 
of the refugees. That organi- 
zation was superseded in 1950 
by the UN Relief and Works 
Agency (UNRWA). 

Laurence Michelmore, 
¢ommissioner-general of 
UNRWA, said in ‘his 1965 
report to the General Assem- 
bly-that ‘in the absence of a 
political solution ‘ the 
plight of the refugees was 
likely to continue and to 
demand the sympathy and 
support of. the international 
community for a period to 
which a time limit could not 
be fixed at present.” 

The assembly has repeat- 
edly récommended that those 
refugees wishing to return 
and live at peace with their 
neighbors be allowed to do so, 


and that those who do not_/ 


return be compensated for the 
property they left behind. 
However, Israel contends 
that the refugees should be 
resettled in Arab countries.

Pending a political solution, 
UNRWA, with its staff of 140 
international — personnel. — and 
nearly 12,000 local employees 
— mostly refugees —_has the 
task of providing for the food, 
health and educational needs 
of the 1.3 million refugees.

UNRWA supervises 54 refi- 
gee camps sheltering sdme 
500,000 persons in the “‘host’’ 
countries of Lebanon, Jordan, 
Syria and the Gaza Strip. The 
other refugees have found 
their own” accommodations. 
The camps range in size from 
409 persons to yearly 4,000, 
and the average hut is a 10- 
foot-square room for a family 
of five. 

In addition, UNRWA, with 
co-operation of the UN Educa- 
tional, Seientifie_and Cultural 
Organization, ‘operates 406 
schools, 10 vocational and 
teacher training centres. and 
88 health clinics. 

About 70 per cent of the 
refugees receive monthly. food 
rations consisting of 22 Ibs. of 
flour, 1.3 Ibs. of dried beans, 
peas or, lentils, 1.3 lbs. of 
sugar, 1J.1

The refugee populati in 
1950 “numbered about ,000, 
but has since expanded’ to 1.3 
million, and nearty’ 40,000 
babies are added each year. 
Almost haif the total popula- 
tion now is under 18 years old. 


Eligibility 

The arrival of the third 
generation of refugees — 
grandchildren of those who 
fled Palestine -—- raised a 
question /of eligibility, since 
the original definition of the 
refugees included only ‘those 
who Jeft Palestine and their 
children, 


However, in his last report 
General Assembly, 


include the third generation 
provided the host govern- 
ments co-operate in correcting 
the ration rolls. The 1965 
Assembly resolution extending 
the mandate of UNRWA to 
1969, noting reports of dupli- 
cation, urged a rectification of 
the relief rolls to eliminate 
duplication of registration.and 
to remove from the rolls those 
who had died. 


Concerning the third gen- 
eration children, Michelmore 
said:*“‘From the humanitarian 
standpoint, the exclusion of 
these children from eligibility 
for rations would mean that 
within a given refugee family 
whose need for rations was 
not in doubt, some members 


would receive rations because 


their parents were born in 
Palestine, and others be 
denied - them because their 
parents were born after the 
family was uprooted from its 
home.”

World 
War, Japan emerged frdbm 
postwar chaos ,that was 
marked by food rises and 
perilous inflation. ‘Then, fol- 
lowing a rapid reconstruction, 
Japan gained a place among 
the advanced economies of 
the world between 1955 and 

Industrial production - in- 
creased sevenfold ‘from the 
outset of the Korean War in 
1950 through ‘1965. Gross 
national income rose 3.5 times 
and industrial production 5,4 
times’ that of 1954-36, the so- 
called good okt days of 
prewar Japan. 

Japanese industries began 
to lead the world, Japanese 
transistor .radios are con- 


building 40 per cent of the 


free world's merchant ships. 
Other heavy industries are 
rising’ fixst. 


Trade Expanded 

Paralel with industrial 
growth, Japan's international 
trade expanded dramatically, 
In 1965, exports and #mports 
totalled. $6.2 billion, an em- 
pressive gain over the 1955 
figure of $4.5 billion. : 

Such spectacular growth 
became a menace to some 
countries. The pressure was 
felt’ acutely by advanced 
countries. such as ‘the United 
States and the United King- 
dom, For developing coun- 
tries, on the contrary, Japan 
became a model for their 
aspirations. 

Perhaps that is why I have 
encountered the same ques- 
tion over and over on my 
trips’ abroad. Many have 
“the key to 
Japan's economic growth." 
My answer has akhways been 
that it is “high savings 
combined with efficient 
Jabor.” 4 
My boasting about Japan's 
economic growth over the 
past two decades is justifi- 
able, I hope. Looking to the 
future, however, my confi- 


Currently, Japan ts -ham- 
pered by a serious economic 
recession that began in 1964, 
an inevitable result of the 


extraordinary growth rate of 
past years. It will take time 


and maximum effort by both 
the government ahd private 
industry to overcome this 
slump. 

(he bankruptcy of several 
reputable Japanese com- 
panies, such as Sanyo Special 
Steel and Yamaichi. Securities, 
has hurt the reputation of ‘the 
Japanese economy abroad, A 
commén cause of these in 
solvencies has been the much- 
too-fast economic advance. 

Japan, in a way, has been 
running a 10,000-metre race at 
a pace proper only for a 10 
metre sprint. Consequently, 
her heart has, nearly burst in 
midcourse. _« ; 

From 1955 to 1961, “‘rush 
ahead" was the slogan of the 
Japanese economy. Industrial 
behavior was aggressive while 
the Japanese. government 
acceleated the pace with ibs 
low interest, big spending, ahd 
credit expansion policies, The 
entire population of 100 m#i- 


national income. 

It was only natural that: in 
such a climate the Japanese 
fconomy was greatly warped, 
The bankruptcy of Sanyo 
Special Steel was the tragic 
outcome of the overinvest- 
ment common in the special 
steel industry, and Yainaichi's 
crisis resulted from specula- 
tion in the stock market as 
well-as from the wild expan- 
sion of its. operations, 

In a word, the Japanese 
economy has been staggering 
under: the heavy burden of 
overcapacity and cumulative 
,highinterest-on-capital bor- 
rowed for investment. 


Costs Pushed 


In addition, the labor short- 
age created by the extra 
ordinary progress of the econ- 
omy pushed rising labor costs 
higher and topped the labor 
productivity rate 

At this point, I would like te 
mention a distinctive facet of 
the Japanese temperament. 
We are easily warmed up and 
cooled down, and this national 
trait has played an essential 
part in Japan's economic 
trends. 

The Japanese showed a 
burning aspiration and vitality 
so long as. the economic 
expansion continued. But once 
the economy hit a slump,. the 
vitality was simply non 
existent, 

Japanese economic behavior 
may be hard to understand 
without an insight into this 
trait.
